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MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT 


For  the  Year  1938. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Loddon  Rural  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  my  Report  for  1938. 

The  estimated  Population  of  the  District  is  11,560.  With  an 
acreage  of  60,000,  this  gives  an  average  of  just  under  .2  per  acre. 

The  District  is  agricultural. 

The  effective  Rateable  Value  of  the  District  according  to  the 
Valuation  List  at  present  in  force  is  .-£27,185;  the  product  of  a  Id. 
rate  producing  .£  1  24. 

VITAL  STATISTICS.

This  is  equivalent  to  a  birth-rate  of  14'87  per  1000  population; 
the  corresponding  figure  last  year  was  15  47,  and  that  of  the 

previous  year  15  1s.  The  birth-rate  for  the  year  for  the  whole  of 

England  and  Whiles  is  151  per  1000,  as  compared  to  14'9  of  last 
year;  our  local  birth-rate  is  therefore  below  the  average;  for  the 
whole  country  which  has  increased  slightly  this  year,  and  also 
below  our  local  average  of  last  year. 

Stillbirths.  Males  2;  Females  3  ;  Total  5.  In  no  ease  was 
the  child  illegitimate. 


Deaths. 

Males  84;  Females  63,  a  total  of  147,  giving  a  crude  death- 
rate  of  1 2'7 1  per  1000  population.  The  corresponding  figure  last 
year  was  11 '77.  The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  110, 
compared  to  12  4  of  last  year.  Our  local  crude  death-rate  (which 
is  the  actual  number  of  deaths)  shows  an  increase  on  last  year. 
The  adjusted  death-rate  figure  for  our  district  which  is  provided  to 
show  a  fair  comparison  between  all  districts  is  this  year  945,  as 
against  8‘9  per  1000  population  of  last  year.  This  figure  there¬ 
fore  compares  favourably  with  that  of  the  whole  of  the  country 
which  is  1  1  "6  per  thousand. 


I  Ih'  difference  between  the  local  crude  death-rate  figure  of 
12  /1  per  loon  and  the  adjusted  local  figure  of  96  per  1000, 
demonstrates  a  preponderance  of  elderly  people  over  younger 
people  in  this  rural  district. 

Deaths  from  Cancer  and  other  forms  of  Malignant  Disease 
amount  to  21,  or  112  per  cent,  of  total  deaths. 

Deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  8,  being  5  4  per  cent. 

Deaths  from  Puerperal  Sepsis,  Nil. 

The  corresponding  percentages  for  deaths  from  Cancer  and 
Tuberculosis  last 'year  were  175  and  36  percent.  The  mortality 
thus  shows  a  slight  decrease  in  the  case  of  Malignant  Disease,  and 
a  slight  increase  in  the  case  of  Tuberculosis. 

I N F A N T I Ij K  MORTALITY. 

Deaths  under  1  year  of  age,  Males  2;  Females  4,  a  total 
of  7.  In  no  case  was  the  child  illegitimate.  This  gives  a  death- 
rate  of  4-0  per  cent,  of  births,  contrasting  with  that  of  England  and 
Wales  of  5  3  per  cent.  Last  year  our  local  death-rate  was  3  3  per 
cent,  of  births,  and  that  of  England  and  Wales  5  8  per  cent. 
Although  our  local  rate  is  slightly  higher  this  year  than  our 
exceptionally  low  figure  of  last  year,  it  compares  very  favourably 
even  with  the  improved  figure  of  the  whole  of  the  country,  and 
remains  our  second  best  figure  during  the  past  11  years.

Thorn  liavo  hot'ii  11  now  cases  reported  during  tin'  year,  as 
against  12  last  year,  while  8  persons  have  died  from  Tuberculosis, 
as  against  d  last  year.  Of  these  II  eases,  3  are  .Males  and 
s  Females.  As  regards  the  3  Male  eases.  2  are  of  the  pulmonary 
type,  and  1  of  the  non-pulmonary  type;  whilst  of  the  S  Female 
cases,  3  are  of  the  pulmonary  type,  and  f>  are  of  the  non- 
puhnonary  type. 

Regarding  the  8  deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  2  are  Male  cases 
and  (5  Female.  The  2  Male  cases  died  of  pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 
Four  of  the  Female  cases  died  of  pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  2  of 
non -pulmonary  Tuberculosis.

NlTIlSINli  AND  HOSPITALS. 

Nursing  Practically  every  parish  in  the  District  is  covered 
by  one  of  the  various  District  Nursing  Associations.  These  are 
well  organised  by  the  respective  Committees.  The  nurses  are 
keenly  interested  in  their  work,  and  their  services  and  the  care 
which  they  take  in  the  cases  are  much  valued  by  the  public, 
especially  the  cottagers.  Maternity  cases  and  Infant  Health  visits 
claim  a  good  deal  of  the  nurses’  attention,  and  although  this  year 
there  is  a  slight  increase  in  infantile  mortality  compared  with  the 
previous  year  when  it  was  exceptionally  low,  the  percentage  is  still 
very  small,  and  is  mainly  due  to  the  care  and  advice  given  by  the 
nurses. 

Midwifery.  The  work  of  the  Midwifery  Department  of  the 
Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  continues  to  prove  most  valuable 
in  dealing  with  those  cases  that  could  not  be  properly  treated  in 
their  own  homes. 

Hospitals. — (a)  General. — The  Hospital  system  and  Contri¬ 
butory  scheme  continue  as  in  previous  years,  and  many  patients 
have  received  much  benefit  from  treatment  at  the  hospitals.  The 
work  of  these  institutions  is  of  paramount  importance,  and  the 
constant  installation  of  modern  equipment  and  improved  accom¬ 
modation  means  increased  maintenance  costs.  The  efforts  which 
are  continually  being  made  to  maintain  the  institutions  on  a 
voluntary  basis  should  receive  every  support.  In  urgent  cases  the 
removal  of  patients  by  motor  ambulances  is  of  great  value, 
especially  when  an  operation  is  necessary. 

(b)  Isolation  Hospital.  During  the  year  under  review  the  now 
Central  Isolation  Hospital  at  East  Dereham  erected  by  the  Norfolk 
County  Council  was  opened  and  some  of  our  patients  have  been 
sent  there.  Prior  to  the  opening  our  patients  were  admitted  to 
the  Lowestoft  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  under  an  agreement 
with  the  Lowestoft  Corporation.  In  future  all  cases  will  be  sent 
to  East  Dereham. 

Sanatoria.— Sanatorium  arrangements  continue  under  the 
control  of  the  County  Authorities.

Bake-houses.  There  are  three  in  the  district  and  they  are 
satisfactorily  kept. 

.Slaughter-mouses,  Arc. — There  are  8  registered  slaughter¬ 
houses  and  7  licensed.  Licensed  knackers  2.  These  have  been 
regularly  inspected  and  found  to  be  satisfactory.

Disinfection.  -Fumigation  was  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  in  18  bouses. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milksiioins.  The  total  registrations 
are:  Coxvkeepers  172.  Retailers  108,  Accredited  Producers  72>. 
Butter-makers  61,  Milksbops  2. 

Water  Supply.-  The  District  is  at  present  supplied  by  wells, 
and  the  supply  has  been  satisfactory.  With  increased  building, 
however,  it  is  becoming  evident  that  consideration  will  have  to  be 
given  to  the  taking  of  a  piped  supply  in  some  parts  of  the  district 
for  which  arrangements  could  probably  be  made  with  existing 
water  undertakings. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage  remain  unaltered. 

Scavenging  as  in  previous  years  is  carried  out  by  contract  in 
the  parish  of  Loddon  and  a  portion  of  the  parish  of  Ditchingham. 
Both  schemes  are  working  satisfactory. 


HOUSING. 

The  work  of  Housing  Inspections  and  other  work  under  the 
various  Housing  Acts  has  been  fully  maintained  by  your  Sanitary 
Inspector,  who  had,  for  a  part  of  the  year,  the  assistance  of  a 
temporary  officer  for  the  work  of  measuring  houses.

houses,  and  Meat  inspections,  lie  also  supervises  the  work  under 
the  Building  Bye-laws,  and  superintends  the  scavenging  schemes.

Since  October,  1938,  there  has  been  a  temporary  Officer  to 
assist  in  the  work  of  measuring  houses.

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES  ANJ)  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

417  visits  were  made  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  J45  over 
the  preceding  year.  8,933  animals  were  slaughtered  in  the  district, 
and  2,314  carcases  inspected,  an  increase  of  931  over  1937. 

It  was  arranged  that  killing  days  at  one  slaughter-house  should 
he  decreased  to  live,  but  it  was  impossible  to  alter  the  killing  on 
Sundays.  Two  Registered  slaughter-houses  were  not  used  during  the 
year. 

During  my  absence  at  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Conference,  Mr. 
G.  Browne  of  the  Forehoe  and  Henstead  R.D.C.  carried  out  the 
inspections  on  the  Sunday,  Monday  and  Wednesday  of  that  week. 
Again  this  year  I  was  unable  to  take  more  than  four  days  consecutive 
holiday,  Air.  Browne  inspecting  on  the  Wednesday.
